A federal contract with a total value of $115,322 to 
produce 2,300 rack assemblies was recently awarded to 
Stephan Wood Products, of Grayling, by the U.S. Army Tank 
and Automotive Command at Warren, Michigan, according 
to a recent announcement by Raymond L. Harshman, Mich- 
igan District Director of the Small Business Administration. 

Harshman said this contract is an example of the “‘oppor- 
tunities available to Michigan small businesses through 
@ SBA’s procurement assistance programs — those programs 

which help small firms obtain.a greater share of government 
contracts.” Harshman said SBA has developed a team ap- 
proach - involving federal agencies, state government, 
chambers of commerce, small business groups, and others — 
to help the state’s small businesses take advantage of the op- 
portunities available to them in the federal market place. “If 
a federal contract is available which can be performed by a 
Michigan small business,’’ ‘he said, ‘‘we are going to make 
_every effort to bring it to this state.”

There are six possible outcomes of the 
recall election. All the five candidates could 
remain in office or one, two, three, four, or 
all five could be recalled.

Fatal traffic accidents dropped 30 percent 
in the two months following passage of the 
Michigan seat belt law, Secretary of State 
Richard Austin told a Grayling audience 
last Friday at Chief Shoppenagons Hotel. 

A study also showed 61 percent of persons 
observed in the front seat of vehicles were 
using seat belts. . 

Austin said even with these figures it is 
much too early to say the new seat belt law 
is a success. He told approximately 30 per- 
sons at the Hotel that we must work to elim- 
inate the needless carnage on our highways. 
Years from now, Austin said, sociologists 
will look back at us and wonder why we ac- 
cepted the high number of traffic tragedies. 

Austin said passing a seat belt law has 
been a top priority for him since he took of- 
fice as Secretary of State in 1970. He 
believes the seat belt law can save as many 
as 300 lives a year and eliminate 8,000 to 
10,000 serious injuries. 

With the new Seat belt law, Michigan joins 
14 other states with seat belt laws. Austin 
said two-thirds of the states must pass simi- 
lar seat belt laws or the federal government 
would force auto manufacturers to install 
festraints such as air bags.

will officially be through as a township of- 
ficer as soon as the election is certified by he 
the county board of canvassers. The county 
board of canvassers is scheduled to meet at 
1p.m. Wednesday, October 9, to certify elec- 
tion results. 

If one or two persons are removed from 
office, the remaining board can continue to 
conduct township business because they still 
have a quorum of at least three persons. 
They may also appoint an interim board 
member to serve until another election is 
held to replace the township officer who 
was recalled. 

If a person is recalled Tuesday, an elec- 
tion to replace the Township officer will be 
held within 60 days. 

If three or more township officers are 
recalled Tuesday, the Governor’s office can 
step in and appoint interim members to 
operate township business until the election. 

As of Monday morning, absentee ballot 
voting was not too brisk for the township 
that has a large number of seasonal resi- 
dents and downstate property owners, 
Twenty one absentee ballots have been pick- 
ed up so far from the county clerk’s office at 
the courthouse. Lovells Township voters 
have until 2 p.m. Saturday, October 5, to 


pick up an absentee ballot from the county 
clerk. The absentee ballots must be return- 
ed by 8 p.m. Tuesday, October 8. They can 
be returned to the Lovells Township Hall up 
to 8 p.m. Tuesday. To turn them in to the 
county clerk’s office, they must be in by 4:30 
p.m. Tuesday. 

The county clerk is overseeing the recall 
election because the Lovells clerk is one of 
the officers facing recall. 

The recall election is expected to cost 
Lovells Township about $1,500. If another 
election is needed, the cost should be less 
because only the candidates names will be 
listed instead of recall charges and township 
officer statements on ballots and public 
notices. The longer ballots and notices cost 
more to print and advertise. 

The ballot Tuesday will ask voters a yes or 
no question: Shall (name of board member) 
be recalled from the office of (office held)? 

The charges for the recall are listed on the 
ballot and each candidate has up to 200 
words defending his or her actions. The 
Avalanche has published Lovells Township 
residents comments on the recall in articles, 
letters to the editor, and advertisements 
since August 8th. Election results will be 
published in next week’s issue. 


Georgia-Pacific Hires State 


Firm for Environmental Study 


Georgia-Pacific Corp. has named Farm- 
ington Hills-based Swanson Environmental, 
Inc. (SEI) to conduct an environmental 
assessment of the company’s proposed resin 
facility in the Grayling area. Last month, 
Georgia-Pacific officials announced plans to 
construct the new facility on Four Mile 
Road in Beaver Creek Township, adjacent 
to the: Weyerhaeuser ‘‘Structurwood” plant. 

SEY will comprehensively study any 
potential impact of the manufacturing 


facility on the air, water, land, and socio- 
economic resources of the proposed plant 
area, In addition to studying the environ- 
mental effects of-day-to-day operations, 

the group will assess the effectiveness of 
Georgia-Pacific’s proposed environmental 
contrals. 

“Swanson Environmental has extensive 
scientific and engineering expertise in 
evaluating the effects of today’s technology:

Wakeley Lake Tract 
Miay Go To Federal Gov’ t. 


A 1,500-acre tract of land which includes 
Wakeley Lake may be sold to the federal 
government. 

The 1,500 acres in Grayling Township 
belongs to Andrew Kalman, of Dearborn, 
who is looking into selling the land to a pri- 
vate organization Trust for Public Land. 
Trust for Public Land, once acquiring the 
land, would then sell it to the federal govern- 
ment and the 1,500 acres would become part 
of the Huron-Manistee National Forest. 

Wayne Mann, national forest manager at 
Cadillac, said the tract is bordered by other 
Huron-Manistee National Forest lands and 
would be a good area to switch to public 
ownership. Mann said there’s an eagle 
nesting site near Wakeley Lake and loons 
nest along the lake. Eagles are on the 
federal threatened and endangered species 
list and loons are on the state’s threatened 
and endangered species list. 


Under public ownership the area could be 
opened for public hunting and fishing. But 
before any lands were opened, Mann said 
the U.S, Forest Service would sit down with 
the DNR to make sure the eagles and loons 
would he protected. 

The 1,500 acres borders M-72 East on the 
south and extends north to within a quarter 
mile of the mainstream AuSable. Wakeley 
Creek, a small outlet from the lake, runs to 
the mainstream through the property. 
Wakeley Lake is estimated to be more than 
150 acres. 

Arnold Stancil, Grayling Township Super- 
visor, said he had mixed feelings about the 
sale. 

‘““A property owner has the right to sell the 
land however he chooses, but as an elected 
official of the township I have to do what I 
can to protect the taxpayers here. We can’t

afford to donate anymore land to public 
ownership,” said Stancil. 

Taxes on the private land brought in more 
than $13 an acre in revenue for the county, 
Grayling Township, and school districts. 
Federal compensation for the land will be 
about 75 cents an acre in revenue. 

Stancil said the total loss of revenue will 
be about $18,000 a year countywide. The 
Crawford AuSable School District would 
lose about $12,500, Crawford County $3,800, 
Kirtland Community College $670, COOR In- 
termediate Schoo) District $500, and Gray- 
ling Township $475, 

“T love eagles too,” said Stancil, ‘but why 
nat buy one acre, or ten, or twenty to protect 
them — not 1,500 acres.” 

“And another thing is how are you going 
to protect those eagles if it does become 
public land? You’re going to have a lot more 
people in there than there are now.” 

Kent Reynolds, Crawford AuSable Super- 
intendent, said he was also opposed to the 
sale because it represents a sizable loss of 
tax base and none of the governmental unit 
can afford it. . 

“Seventy percent of land in Crawford 
County already is in federal or state owner- 
ship,”’ said Reynolds. “‘This would just put a 
bigger burden on the taxpayers here.” 

In a Bay City Times article September 26, 
Kalman said he could have sold the tract to 
real estate developers several times but 
wanted to avoid that. He said he has been 
trying for years to get the property into 
public domain and believes the sale will 
allow the public to enjoy an irreplaceable 
piece of property. 

Stancil said county, school, and township 
officials will try to meet quickly to deter- 
mine what action can be done to block the 
sale.

Coming Son: Back to the Futura: 


ONE OF THE NEWER cries of the 
feminist movement is ‘comparable 
worth.” We might as well get used to it. It 
looks as if “‘comparable worth” is going to 
be center stage in public debate for some 
time to come. 

The basic claim is that jobs that are of 
“comparable worth” should be paid the 
same, that by and large women are paid 
less than men regardless of the value of 
the job itself, and that therefore there is 
discrimination against women, which 
should be corrected by law. 

Generally speaking, supporters of com- 
parable worth contend action is needed to 
offset historical discrimination that has 


heid down wages in jobs dominated by 


women, such as nurse and secretary. 
Generally speaking, opponents contend 
it is difficult or even impossible to com- 


pare jobs as different as secretary and 


truck driver, or nurse and electrician. 

A FEW WEEKS ago, a three-judge panel 
of the United States Appeals Court, in a 
case involving the state of Washington, 
ruled against the idea of comparable wor- 
th, overturning a lower court decision 
favoring the concept. 

At least, the appeals judges said that the 

state can pay different rates for different 
jobs, and just because women happen to 
occupy Jesser-paying jobs than men does 
not violate the 1964 Federal Civil Rights 
Act. 
_ As could be expected, leaders of the 
labor group which brought the suit and 
their colleagues in the feminist movement 
hewled loud and long — and promised a 
continuing battle. 

‘The issue eventually will be decided by 
the U.S. Supreme Court,”’ promised Mark 
Brown of the Washington Federation of 
State Employees. ‘‘We won round one, the 
state won round two ... But comparable 
worth is here to stay and we’ll win the bat- 
tle.” 

GERALD McENTEE, president of the 
American Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees, agreed, saying the 
ruling ‘‘makes our efforts a little harder 
and a little tougher ... but we are no less 
committed to achieving pay equity for 
working women.”’ 

Spokespersons for the National Organi- 
zation for Women were a hit more strident. 

“We are profoundly disturbed,” said 
Mary Terry, head of the Washington NOW 
chapter. ‘The language of the court deci- 
sion makes no sense in the context of 
present-day working women’s lives. It was 
taken to the federal court so everyone 
could benefit from it. Now we're going to 
have to do it state by state by state, by city 
and by county and by burg. It will be done. 
It will just take longer.” 

“We simply won’t accept a ruling that 
justifies injustice,”’ promised Eleanor 
Smeal, NOW president, who also promised

‘Comparable worth’

to ‘‘raise hell’ with Congress until the law 
is changed. 

THE OTHER SIDE of the fence saw 
good things from the appeals court 
decision. 

“T am elated,’’ said Clarence Pendleton, 
Jr., chairman of the U.S. Commission on 
Civi! Rights, who opposes comparable 
worth. ‘This decision confirms that civil 
rights remedies are available for discrim- 
ination, not for economic inequality. They 
are not mechanisms for redistributing 
income.” 

Claimed Virginia Lamp, a labor attor- 
ney for the U.S. Chamber of Commerce: 
‘Comparable worth is an issue with super- 
ficial and political appeal, but it’s legally 
bankrupt now.” 

Said Jerry Jasinowski of the National 
Association of Manufacturers: ‘You can- 
not ignore the marketplace... Discrimina- 
tion is one thing, but setting different 
salary and wage rates for different occu- 
pations is simply not discrimination.” 

THE LOWER COURT had rules that the 
state should pay the same for jobs with 
similar levels of skill, mental demands, 
accountability and working conditions — 
criteria which were devised by a study the 
state earlier had ordered of its work force. 

But the appeals court said not 
necessarily: ‘‘The employer should also be 
able to take into account market con- 
ditions, bargaining demands and the 
possibility that another study will yield dif- 
ferent results.”’ 

Comparable worth is a serious matter — 
despite the use of such descriptions as 
‘‘cockamamie idea” by President Reagan, 
and “‘looney tunes” by Chairman Pendle- 
ton. Derision does no service, either to 
those pushing the cause of lower-paid 
women, or those who favor the free market 
determination of wage rates. 

ONE HURDLE which those who favor 
comparable worth must overcome is who 
or what determines how much a job is 
worth. Obviously not all men are overpaid, 
nor are all women underpaid; gender does 
not control the wage process completely. 

Existing practice is that the market- 
place, tempered by collective bargaining 
where unionism is involved, establishes 
the worth of any job. The Washington state 
experiment set up a commission which 
weighed public jobs by various criteria, 
assigned them points for each one, and 
then added the points together to deter- 
mine the jobs’ value. 

Equity by itself is not an issue; everyone 
favors equity — a point not lost on union 
and feminist leaders who use the terms 
“pay equity” and “comparable worth” in- 
terchangeably, although they are not. 

Rather determining the value, or the 
comparable worth of work, is the crux of 
the question which will dog our society for 
some time to come.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

Several times a summer 
Ym asked about the dif- 
ferences between Red (Nor- 
way) Pine and Austrian 
Pine. The Red Pine has 
lustrous dark-green needles 
four to six inches long which 
are arranged in bundles of 
two. The needles of the Aus- 
trian Pine are also arranged 
in two’s, but are only three to 
five inches long and are dark 
dull green, slender and stiff. 
The cones on Red Pine are 
about two inches long, ovoid 
when closed, but nearly 
spherical when open, and 
stand at right angles to the 
branch. Red Pine cones 
mature at the end of the 
second summer and usually 
fall off the branches during 
the following winter. The 
cones of the Austrian Pine 
are two to three inches long, 
oblong-ovid in shape. They 
stand more or less at right 
angles to the branch and 
usually persist there for 
several years even after 
they are open and the seeds 
are gone. The bark on a 
mature Red Pine is reddish- 
brown and becomes scaly. 
So scaly in fact you may rub 
them off with your hand. The 
bark on an Austrian Pine is a 
dark greyish-brown to black- 
ish. On mature trees the 
bark is deeply fissured with 
irregular scaly ridges. The 
Red or Norway Pine is a 
native of North America. 
The name Norway Pine is 
believed to have been given 
the tree by an early explorer 
who confused it with a 
European species which was 
probably the Austrian Pine, 
which is a native of Central 
and Southern Europe and 
Asia. 


Herbal 
Corner 


During the winter months 
a lot of folks in the north 
burn wood for heating and do 
not know what to do with the 
ashes. We are going to talk 
about wood ashes in detail. 
So listen careful-like darlin’. 

Potash, according to my 
‘Glossary of Chemical 
Terms”, is a generic and 
commercial name for 
naturally occurring 
potassium salts; derived 
from “pot ashes” denoting 
the ancient (also early 
American) method of leach- 
ing wood ashes for their 
potassium carbonate content 
and concentrating the ex- 
tract in iron pots. In essence, 
potash and potassium are 
the same for what we are 
going to do. ; 

Potassium is essential for 
plants: it increases disease 
resistance; it helps oil-bear- 
ing plants form oil-bearing 
seeds - like sunflower seeds; 
it improves stalk rigidity; it 
helps plants overcome poor 
weather or soil conditions 
(this does not mean sand and 
potassium will grow all 
things) and it generally 
makes plants more vigorous. 
A sign of potassium 
deficiency are leaves that 
turn yellow-brown around 
the edges and totally brown 
at the tip, and the leaf itself 
looks a litt] sick. 

The wood ash from your 
stove, especially a mixture 
of hard and soft wood, is ex- 
cellent for your garden and 
orchard. In the spring sift 
your ashes to get out un- 
wanted properties (you 
know, nails, cans, unburned 
wood) then spread about 
three pounds of ashes on 
each 100 square foot area. 
Composted manure has what 
you need of all elements, but 
wood ashes are good (we use 
them) and has trace ele- 
ments that some manures do 
not have. If you use wood 
ashes with composted 
manure, cut your ashes 
down to one pound per 100 
square foot area, 

Your charcoal (wood burn- 
ed but not to ashes yet) are 
used for something else, but 
we will discuss that at a later 
date.

The 
name and address of the 
user of a scaffold or raised 
platform shall be etched, 
engraved, implanted, burn- 
ed, printed or painted on the 
scaffold or raised platform 
in a legible manner. A per- 
son shall not construct, or 
permanently affix a scaffold 
or raised platform to a tree.”’ 
MCLA 312.10(1) (a) 

Simple enough, except 
that initial interpretation of 
““portable”’ included scaf- 
folds or platforms which 
were nailed to a tree. The 
rationale for this was that 
the hunter would remove his 
handiwork at the end of the 
bow season.

PILT payments go to local 
governments for tax-exempt 
federal lands such as 
National Forests and Nation- 
al Wildlife Refuges. 

“These payments are im- 
portant to our District 
because so much of the land 
is owned by the federal 
government,” said Davis. 
‘“The money is intended to 
help compensate local units 
for land that normally would 
have been taxable.” 

The Department of In- 
terior’s Bureau of Land 
Management approved the 
PILT payments on Septem- 


_ber 23. The allocations were’ 


based on a formula approved 
by Congress in 1976. 

“These payments are a 
major boost to the budgets of 
sparsely populated counties 
that have large acreages of 
federal land. They can be 
used the same as any other 
tax revenues collected by the 
counties,” said Don Hodel, 
Secretary of the Interior. 

The counties may use the 
funds for any governmental 
purpose. Davis said they are 
often used for fire and police 
protection, search and 
rescue operations, road con- 
struction and other com- 
munity services.

Zero-interest utility loan programs are 
authorized by 1984 PA 378 (the Act), whic. 
extended 1978 PA 211 and are implemented 
under the Residential Conservation Program 
Standards (R 460.2401 et seq). Consumers 
Power Company (Consumers) and Michigan 
Consolidated Gas Company (MichCon) cur- 
rently offer zero-interest Joans for conserva- 
tion measures to their eligible residential 
customers. 

Under the existing programs approved by 
the Commission, Consumers’ customers may 
finance up to $1,000 for ceiling insulation 
and MichCon's customers may finance up to 
$1,500 for the installation of ceiling insulation 
and/or furnace retrofit devices. The term of 
such loans for both companies is five years. 

The Act added language which permitted 
the inclusion of ceiling and wall insulation, 
flue dampers, caulking and weather stripping. 
In response to this added language, the 
Commission wishes to review the measures 
listed in the Act and consider other measures 
for inclusion in zero-interest loan programs. 

On September 19, 1985 the Michigan 
Public Service Commission issued an Order 
and Notice of Hearing in this matter stating 
that the fottowing process should be adhered 
to IN proposing measures for inclusion in the 
program, r 

Any person may proffer a measure for 
the Commission's consideration. Measures 
proposed for inclusion will be judged on the 
basis of: (a) potential for conserving gas or 
electricity; (b} safety; (c} cast-effectiveness 
(measures must meet a seven-year payback); 
(d) reliability; and (e) appiicability to residen- 
tial premises. Persons proposing a measure 
must submit, in writing, a detailed description 
of how the measure meets each of the 
above-listed criteria and include appropriate 
documentation, such as results from tests 
conducted by independent testing laboratories, 
actual savings data and the conditions under 
which the savings data was obtained. The 
burden of proof that the proposed measure 
meets these criteria lies with the person 
proposing the measure. 

Persons who wish to propose a measure 
for inclusion in the zero-interest loan program 
may file a Petition for Leave To Intervene as 
described below pursuant to Rule 17 of the 
Rules of Practice and Procedure Before the 
Commission. The person shall be a full party 
to the proceeding and may submit testimony, 
be subject to cross-examination by other 
parties on that testimony, may cross-examine 
other parttes who submit testimony and may 
file other documents as determined by the 
presiding Administrative Law Judge (ALJ). In 
Heu of filing a formal petition to intervene, a 
person may, pursuant to Rule 16, appear

without counsel and testify or make a state- 
ment but not be regarded as a party to the 
proceeding. 


After the record is closed and the ALJ 
issues a Report and Recommendation, the 
Commission intends to approve and publish a 
list of measures to be included in zero- 
interest loan programs. 

Jurisdiction in this matter is pursuant to 
1984 PA 378, MCLA 460.6c; 1909 PA 300, 
as amended, MCLA 462.2 et seq; 1919 PA 
419, as amended, MCLA 460.51 et seq;

1969 PA 306, as amended, MCLA 24.201 et 
seq, and the Commission’s Rules of Practice 
and Procedure, 1979 Administrative Code, 
R 460.11 et seq.

a. The initial hearing will be held at

Much has been said and 
written about Lovells recall 
election on Oct. 8, 1985, and 
the actions leading up to 
same. Though we no longer 
vote here, we are and have 
been taxpayers for 15 years, 
and are extremely interest- 
ed in its welfare. The follow- 
ing information was given us 
or confirmed by Beth 
Wieland, Crawford County 
Clerk. 

This October 8th recall 
election will cost Lovells 
Twp. a minimum of $1500 
and maybe more. Four 3/4 
page notices will be publish- 
ed in the Avalanche pre- 
ceding the election. There 
are the costs of voting 
material, of four election 
board members to oversee 
the election from 6:30 a.m. 
until 8 p.m. plus at least one 
more hour, and additional 
expenses for the township. 
The County clerk and trea- 
surer will come to the town- 
ship hall for the ballot count- 
ing. If the recall wins, the 
cost of the special election 
would be approximately the 
same as the preceding one 
on Oct. 8th. 

If a board member is re- 
called, he or she cannot run 
again in the special election, 
but must wait until the next 
regular election in three 


years. 
If two members are 
recalled, the remaining 


three would constitute a 
quorum and could conduct 
township business. Informa- 
tion Beth Wieland received 
from the Director of Town- 
ship Services of Michigan 
Township Association states 
that the remaining quorum 
can appoint two new mem- 
bers to fill the vacancies, 
and that these replacements 
would be authorized to per- 
form the duties of said 
positions until the special 
election. If three members 
are recalled, then the 
remaining two would not 
constitute a quorum, and 
could not conduct township 
business amd the above 
could not apply. 

If three are recalled or the 
entire board, then the 
Governor will be notified. At 
his discretion, he can ap- 
point a custodian or trustee, 
not necessarily a township 
resident, or he can appoint 
the whole board to perform 
township business until the 
special election is held. 

The only authorized per- 
sons that may sign township 
checks are the treasurer and 
clerk, both signatures are 
needed. If both offices are 
vacated, no bills could be 
paid, such as electric, gas, 
firemen, dumpster collec- 
tion, etc., until remaining 
quorum appoints replace- 
ments, or the Governor fills 
these positions, or appoints a 
trustee, if there is no 
quorum. 

If the township board is

spread of taxes in terms of 
millage rates to be spread on 
State Equalized valuations. 
When all this is done, the 
township supervisor is 
notified and he then must 
sign a warrant to the town- 
ship treasurer before winter 
taxes can be prepared, mail- 
ed and subsequently collect- 
ed. If there is no township 
board to comply with the 
law, who will do it or when 
can it be done. Must all this 
wait until the special elec- 
tion is held or the Governor 
steps in. Believe his office is 
busy enough without town- 
ship petty problems. The 
county is not authorized to 
collect our winter taxes. 
However, if they could there 
would be a charge of not less 
than $3750, the amount paid 
them last year when they, 
collected our summer school 
taxes. This is also the 
amount the school board 
paid Lovells township for 
collecting this year’s sum- 
mer school tax. 

This recall has split the 
township - so many harsh 
words and hard feelings. 
Pray when this is over, we 
all can be a united force, 
working toward the better- 
ment of the community.

I have been reading with 
both interest and 


amusement ‘‘Letters to the 
Editor’ the last several 
weeks between Pastor Bar- 
nett, Mr..

It is foreign to them. I Corin- 
thians 2:14 says ‘‘But the 
natural man receiveth not 
the things of the spirit of 
God: for they are foolishness 
unto him. Neither can he 
know them, because they are 
spiritually discerned.” The 
natural man, i.e., the un- 
saved man, cannot see a 
spiritual truth such as the sin 
of alcoholism. It is explained 
away as due to a multitude of 
reasons, for example: our 
heredity, social environ- 
ment, internal pressures, 
biochemical imbalances, 
etc., ete.

Washington- “Congress. 
has taken a giant first step to 
protect Social Security and 
the 1.4 million Michigan 
people who are dependent on 
it from the budget cuts that 
have been threatening it 
lately,” U.S. Senator Donald 
Riegle said this week (Fri- 
day) following a Senate vote 
that will lead to removal! of 
Social Security from the 
Congressional budget 
process, 

“This is a great victory for 
everyone in this country 
because it reinforces the 
federal government’s com- 
mitment to this generation 
and future generations,” the 
Michigan Senator said. 

Riegle and California Sen- 
‘ator Alan Cranston had 
sponsored an amendment 
that instructed the Senate’s 
Budget and Finance Com- 
mittees to draft new legis- 
lation by early next month 
that would remove Social 
Security benefits from the 
annual budget debate by 
1987. Current legislation 
calls for removal by 1993. 
Riegle said that because 
Social Security is often an 
irresistable target for the 
budget axe, the amendment 
would end yearly debates 


about lowering cost of living 
allowances in an effort to 
reduce the federal deficit. 

In an additional move to 
take politics out of Social 
Security benefits, Riegle is 
supporting a plan to make 
the Social Security Adminis- 
tration an agency separate 
from Health and Human 
Services. 

“Right now, one out of 
every seven Americans -- 
almost 37 million people — 
depend on Social Security 
benefits as their sole or pri- 
mary source of income,” 
Riegle said. “I believe it is 
our job to make sure that 
Social Security stays strong 
and continues to provide 
benefits for those who need 
them.”

Board members questioned the ability of local builders to do the job properly, but the 
addition has not been completed to ‘‘code”’ (the handicap ramps on the outside bath- 
rooms are not to ‘‘code’’) and some parts of the project must be done over (roof on fire 
heal] leaked and ruined the ceiling ) ~- Who will bear the cost of this?

#4 No public notice given of projects — The public outside restroom project had been talked 
about over a period of time but no indication ever given of expenditures in this direction. 


#5 Construction started with no building permit posted — The Township building inspector 
was not aware of project until the footings were poured and an inspection was asked for. 
Doesn’t it seem logical to inform this vital official for a project this size? 


#6 Did not post plans and specifications for public inspection — The Supervisor has stated 
that the plans and specs were available for public inspection but when was this announ- 


ced?

April 9, 1985 — Regular Monthly Meeting, No update given. No plans submitted for 


public inspection 


April 17, 1985 — Plans and specs submitted and signed as contract by Board. No 
public announcement. 
May 1, 1985 — Construction begins without building permit 
May 14, 1985 — Regular Monthly Meeting 


The usual procedure for a project of this size and expense would be to hold a public hearing 
to communicate and explore community input before proceeding. Anyone who was at the 
Annual Meeting knows that many folks were concerned that other ways of providing addi- 
tional office space were not being thoroughly explored — this should have been a clue to the 
board to proceed with caution and openness.
